16 WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County adopted 
17 Ordinance No. 2002-063, later amended by Ordinance No. 2002-071, which implements 
18 Section 98, Chapter 2002-20, Laws of Florida, known as the “Dori Slosberg Driver Education 
19 Safety Act,” which authorized counties to enact an ordinance requiring the clerk of the court to 
20 collect an additional $3.00 with each civil traffic penalty to be used to fund driver education 
21 programs in public and non-public schools; and 
22 WHEREAS, the Legislature has amended the “Dori Slosberg Driver Education Safety 
23 Act”, now codified as Section 318.1215, Florida Statutes, to increase from $3.00 to $5.00 the 
24 amount of the surcharge counties may collect on each civil traffic penalty; and 
25 WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County desires to 
26 amend Chapter 10, Section 10-9, Palm Beach County Code, to increase the amount of the 
27 surcharge the county may collect on each civil traffic penalty from $3.00 to $5.00; and 
28 WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County finds that 
29 collection of the increased surcharge will facilitate the implementation of driver education 
30 programs in public and nonpublic schools within the county. 
31 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
32 COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 
33 Section 1. Chapter 10, Section 10-9, Palm Beach County Code, (Ordinance No. 
34 Ordinance No. 2002-063, as amended by Ordinance No. 2002-071) is amended to read as 
35 follows: 
36 Section 2. CREATION OF DRIVER EDUCATION SAFETY TRUST FUND, 
37 COLLECTION OF AN ADDITIONAL $5.00 $3.00 WITH EACH CIVIL 
38 TRAFFIC PENALTY TO BE DEPOSITED IN THE DRIVER EDUCATION 
39 SAFETY TRUST FUND, AND ACCOUNTING.

a.) Pursuant to the Dori Slosberg Driver Education Safety Act, en-and-after Octebert; 
2002, the clerk shall collect an additional $5.00 $3-00 with each civil traffic penalty levied in 
the county to be used for driver education programs. 

b.) The clerk will keep a record of monies collected under this section. On a monthly 
basis, the clerk of the circuit court shall forward all monies collected under this section in the 
previous month to the board of county commissioners for deposit into a special and separate 
account titled "Driver Education Safety Trust Fund." Once each quarter, the board of county 
commissioners shall receive a report from the county administrator as to the amount of money 
received from the clerk and deposited into the driver education safety trust fund, and as to the 


amount of money disbursed from the driver education safety trust fund. 


Section 2, REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT: 


All local laws and ordinances in conflict with any provisions of this Ordinance are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 
Section 3. SEVERABILITY: 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of this Ordinance is for any 
reason held by a court of competent jurisdiction to be unconstitutional, inoperative, or void, 
such holding shall not affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 

Section 4. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES: 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Code of Laws 
and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The sections of this Ordinance may be 
renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the word “ordinance” may be changed to 
“section”, “article”, or other appropriate word. 

Section 5. CAPTIONS: 

The captions, section headings, and section designations used in this Ordinance are for 

convenience only and shall have no effect on the interpretations of the provisions of this 


Ordinance. 


Section 6. EFFECTIVE DATE: 
The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective on October 1, 2006 and upon 


filing with the Department of State.
